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Columbus/ 
KU franchise 
to expire

Debbie Mercer, 

representative for Kentucky 
Utilities (KU), drove in 
from Eddyville to serve as 
an advisor for the would- 
be city council meeting in 
Columbus last Tuesday night. 
The meeting, however, was 
never called to order due to 
a lack of present councilmen 
- Roger Trevino and Vanessa 
Lightner were the only two 
members of the council at 
city hall at 6 p.m. for the 
meeting. In the company of 
Mayor Richard Fuzzell and 
City Clerk Dori Todd, they 
listened to what Mercer had 
to say. 

Mercer told those present 
that the 20-year franchise 
that the City of Columbus 
has with KU will expire in 
February, resulting in a loss 
of the annual franchise check 
that the city depends on to 
fund regular operations. 
Tuesday night’s meeting was 
scheduled for the second 
reading of an ordinance to 
renew the franchise and 
extend it for another 20

New lights will brighten 
way for Christmas parade

New decorative street lights 
hopefully will be installed in 
time for December’s Clinton 
Christmas Parade. The parade 
will be the first Saturday in 
December. 

The Clinton city council gave 
city administrator Allen Poole 
the go-ahead to begin work to 
install 20-25 decorative street 
lights around the court square 
and up South Washington. 

The acorn-shaped globes 
will be atop 12-foot black 
Fiberglas decorative posts that 
are anchored by a metal core. 
Enthusiasm for the lights, 
which are similar to ones 
along Main Street in Martin, 
Tennessee, was echoed around 
the council table, and mayor 
Tommy Kimbro said, “We 
want to have enough (lights) 
to look good but not go 


overboard.” Council member 
Phyllis Campbell and Ivan 
Potter voiced agreement, 
saying the number was a good 
start that would help build 
Clinton’s heritage community. 

County judge-executive 
Greg Pruitt committed the 
county to provide the same 
decorative lights on the four 
corners of the court square. 
Kentucky Utilities provides 
the posts and globes; the city 
and county will make monthly 
payments, just as they do for 
the current street lights, as 
well as dig trenches from the 
power source to each post and 
provide the conduit to encase 
the lights’ wiring. 

Another dressing-up aspect 
for the town discussed by 
the council at the September 
meeting was the sidewalk 
grant. Poole expects Jeremy 
Buchanan from PADD in 


town on Tuesday to review 
the paperwork required 
to complete compliance 
regulations so these plans can 
move forward. Question was 
raised about any additional 
money available for grants 
which is under study by PADD 
since some municipal and 
transportation projects have 
been lumped together under 
new state regulations. 

Sidewalks named for first 
work when the project begins 
are the “leaning” sidewalks 
on Waterfield Drive from 
Highway 58 to Clay Street; 
College and Jackson streets; a 
150-foot stretch on West Clay, 
from the railroad underpass; 
East Clay at the county 
museum, working with the 
museum board to possibly 
incorporate pavers along part 
of the sidewalk; and East Clay 
and College streets, near the 
elementary school, which 
includes the state right-of-way 
and will involve working with 
the state. 

The council also discussed 
the caved-in sidewalk on the 
east side of Perkins Drugstore 
which was particularly 
hazardous. Poole said a 
temporary fix installation 
of an eighth-inch thick steel 
plate will remain in place until 
the sidewalk project begins. 
“We don’t want to put a lot of 
money in now, then have to

Courthouse 
lawn to get 
new sign 

Fiscal court looks into the future 
of county-wide fire protection

Abig addition to the Hickman 
County Courthouse lawn is 
in store before Christmas, 
if ah goes as planned. The 
Hickman County Fiscal Court 
met Monday night at 6:30 and 
spent much of the next two 
hours discussing a variety of 
signs, mulling over which one 
to choose. 

Robert Tarver attended the 
meeting and brought with him 
Corey Sawyers, representing 
Greenfield Monument Works 
of Greenfield, Tenn. Sawyers 
addressed the court about his 
company and the kind of work 
they did. Greenfield Monument 
Works was founded in 1900 
and has stayed in the family 
ever since. Sawyers showed the 
magistrates several diagrams 
and examples of granite 
monuments to select from. 
The fiscal court, after a long 
period of discussion, decided 
on a selection that is eight feet 
wide at the base and will stand 
just over five feet tall. The sign 
will read “Hickman County 
Courthouse, Est. 1821,” and 
will cost $9,000, including 
installation. The cost of this 
sign was on the lower end of 
the spectrum compared to the 
other selections, the highest of 
which was $13,500. Hickman

would like for the sign to be in 
place by Dec. 1. Sawyers said 
that might be a stretch, but was 
confident that construction 
would be concluded before the 
holidays. 

While on the topic of 
beautification, Clinton City 
Administrator Allen Poole 
came in and spoke about 
outdoor lighting. Judge Pruitt 
told the magistrates that the 
city had approached him 
about lighting along the court 
square. He said that Kentucky 
Utilities (KU) has agreed to 
supply four light fixtures to 
go on the four corners of the 
courthouse lawn. He also said 
that the City of Clinton h a s 
agreed to pay the monthly 
electric bill for the lights, and 
that the only expenses the 
fiscal court would be liable to 
pay for would be the trenching 
and conduit. The magistrates 
approved the proposal. The 
light fixtures will stand 12’ tall 
and will produce a brightness 
of9,000 lumens (the equivalent 
of a street light mounted to a 
light pole). 

Scott Smith and John 
Turner attended the meeting 
on behalf of the Clinton 
Fire Department and the 
Hickman County Rescue 
Squad. Judge Pruitt briefly 
updated the magistrates on

years. 

If enough council members 
hadbeen present, the ordinance 
would have been read for the 
second time, discussed, and 
voted on. The ordinance will 
have to be read at the next 
meeting and voted on then. 

According to Mercer, it can 
take two to three months for 
the necessary paperwork to 
be processed and sent in for 
the franchise to be renewed. 
Since the franchise expires 
in Feb., Mercer said that the 
city council needs to move 
quickly to pass the ordinance 
so that the wheels can be put 
in motion for everything to be 
processed. 

With the franchise in place, 
KU adds three percent to the 
top of the electric bills of 
those residing within the city 
limits every month. Once 
per year, KU sends the City 
of Columbus a check for the 
sum of the extra three percent 
charges. 

According to Columbus 
City Clerk Dori Todd, the 
annual franchise check from 
KU normally amounts to 
anywhere from $3,200 to 
$3,400. 

The next meeting of the 
Columbus City Council will 
be on Monday, Oct. 1 at 6 
p.m. at Columbus City Hall.

the situation with the 
Columbus Fire Department 
embezzlement and said the 
county needs to be thinking 
of what can be done about fire 
protection in the county. Smith 
talked to the magistrates about 
the current condition of the 
Clinton Fire Department, the 
Rescue Squad, the Columbus 
Fire Department, and how 
they are all connected. 

“The Clinton Fire 
Department and the Rescue 
Squad consist of the same 
people,” Smith said. “During 
the last six months we have 
had a hard time getting enough 
first responders on the scene.” 
Smith said that the Clinton Fire 
Department typically responds 
to calls in the Columbus Fire 
District because the Columbus 
Fire Department’s equipment 


is in such bad condition. 

“We’ve got an awful lot 
to learn,” Pruitt said. He 
recommended that a study 
group be appointed to study 
the situation and recommend 
the best possible course of 
action of all parties involved. 
Pruitt suggested a study group 
consisting of representatives 
from departments in all three 
county fire districts, as well as 
a citizen from each district to 
get a balanced perspective. The 
magistrates told Judge Pruitt 
that they were comfortable 
appointing such a group. 

The fiscal court voted to 
accept a bid to insulate the 
ambulance building for a little 
more than $2,500, along with 
a bid by B&D overhead door 
of Melbourne, Ky. to install 
insulated doors for $6,772. 


After discussion about the 
ambulance service’s financial 
situation, Magistrate Tommy 
Roberts’ motion to give them 
an extra $5,000 this month 
passed. 

The fiscal court also agreed 
to accept a bid to pave several 
county roads for $189,205. The 
fiscal court went into closed 
session to discuss personnel 
and property acquisition. Back 
in open session, the magistrates 
gave Judge Pruitt and the county 
treasurer permission to pay the 
Extension Board $43,000 for 
their building. 

The Hickman County Fiscal 
Court will hold their next 
monthly meeting on Monday, 
Oct. 8 at 6:30 p.m., in Judge 
Pruitt’s office.

Foreign land owners must report 


Lexington, KY, August 15, 
2012 — Foreign investors 
who buy, sell, or hold a 
direct or indirect interest 
in U.S. Agricultural land 
are required to report their 
holdings and transactions 
to the U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture, in accordance 
with the Agricultural Foreign 
Investment Disclosure Act 
(AFIDA) of 1978. 

Agricultural land refers 
to land used for crop 
production, grazing use, 
orchards, vineyards, timber 
production, etc. Foreign 
investors who buy, sell, 
or hold a direct or indirect 


interest in U.S. agricultural 
land must file a report (form 
FSA-153). A foreign person 
is any individual who is not 
a U.S. Citizen, an entity that 
is a foreign government, an 
entity formed under the laws 
of a foreign government, or 
an entity formed under a U.S. 
law in which a foreign person 
has a reportable direct or 
indirect interest. A reportable 
interest is an interest held 
by a foreign person in 
agricultural land as a direct 
landowner, a direct holder 
of a leasehold interest for 10 
years or more, or an indirect 
interest. Failure to timely file 



an accurate report can result 
in a penalty, with fines up to 
25 percent of the fair market 
value of the land. 

Persons who possess 
Permanent Resident cards 
(also known as 1-551 or 
green cards) are not required 
to report under the AFIDA. 

The USD A Farm Service 
Agency has been designated 
to collect the AFIDA 
reports. Completed forms 
must be returned to the FSA 
County Office where the 
land is located, or where the 
programs are administered. 
For more details on reporting 
requirements contact your 
local Farm Service Agency.

It should 
deliver the mail that exists, 
promptly and affordably. 

One of USPS’s big goals is 
to carry even more advertising, 
as the Internet saps away letters 
and bills. 

But we have to ask ourselves: 
does America need a federally- 
owned advertising service? This 
newspaper says no. 


Recent rains spur hope 
for late soybeans

Since September 1, the 
Mesonet weather station 
in Pryorsburg has recorded 
3.97 inches of rainfall. That’s 
almost as much as the months 
of June, July and August 
combined. Although it’s too 
late for com and the early 
soybean crop, late soybeans 
could reap the benefits of 
these early September rains. 
They’re still pumping food 
into the seeds trying to 
increase size and yield. 

On Labor Day weekend, 
remnants of Hurricane 
Isaac provided much 
needed moisture for western 
Kentucky’s soybean crop 
and two more storm systems 
moved through late last 
week providing an even 
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greater boost. However, for 
the year it’s estimated that 
rainfall in western KY is still 
more than 15 inches below 
normal. Because soils were 
so dry, most of the rain that 
fell soaked into the soil and 
very little ran off...good for 
crops, but bad for our streams 
and rivers. 

Typically, when soybean 
producers have adequate 
rains in late July, August 
and early September, it will 
translate into a good crop. 
But since moisture had been 
so limited previously, yield 
potential has already been 
reduced. These later rains 
should help with seed fill and 
yields, but it’s probably too 
late to boost the number of 
seeds per plant which is also 
an important component of 
yield. 

Research studies indicate 
that soybeans can benefit 
from rainfall until growth 
stage R6 which is basically 
when the pods contain 
swollen seeds that are almost 
touching. A large portion 
of soybeans in western KY 
were certainly able to take 
advantage of these recent 
rains and those furthest from 
maturity should benefit the 
most. However, plants in 
earlier developmental stages 
will likely need another 
rain to produce good yields. 
Soybean plants that have at 
least one pod that has reached 
mature color will not benefit 
from this moisture. 


There are other concerns 
for those soybeans in the 
earlier development stages... 
rust and insect feeding. It’s 
possible that Hurricane 
Isaac not only brought rain, 
but also some soybean rust 
spores based on the path it 
followed up from the gulf 
coast. Soybean rust is most 
damaging when it occurs 
at growth stage R3 (when 
the pods are beginning to 
fill). All of our soybeans 
are beyond that stage but 
damage is still possible. 
Growers should evaluate 
current growth stage of their 
soybean fields as well as yield 
potential to decide whether a 
fungicide application may be 
warranted. 

Farmers should also be 
aware of pod feeding insects 
like stinkbugs and soybean 
podworms. Both can cause 
significant damage to 
soybeans by reducing quality 
and quality of harvestable 
seeds. However, crops 
that are well along in the 
reproductive stages (R6 or 
later) will not benefit from 
an insecticide treatment.

Money Tips for Students, September 

Don’t hide from your bills 


If you are having trouble 
paying a bill, contact the 
company immediately to work 
out a payment plan. Whatever 
you do, do not ignore letters 
and calls from your creditors, 
according to the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

It is best to explain everything 
in a letter so you have a written 
record. Before writing the letter, 
look at your finances to come up 
with a payment amount you can 
handle. That lets your creditor 
know you still plan to pay what 
you owe and will pay as much 
as possible during your financial 
crunch. 

Most companies will work 
with you if you are up front 
about your difficulties. Ask if 
your creditor will waive any 
penalties and will extend your 
payment period if you are 


temporarily in a tight money 
situation. 

KHEAA is the state agency 
that administers Kentucky’s 
grant and scholarship programs, 
including the Kentucky 
Educational Excellence 

Scholarship (KEES). It provides 
financial literacy videos at 
http://itsmoney.kheaa.com.

Two Hickman County 
students compete in state fair 


Two youth from Hickman County recently 
participated in the 4-H Country Ham Project at 
the Kentucky State Fair. Nathan Hartsell, son 
of Dr. Bryan and Cheryl Hartsell of Fulton, 
is a 7th grader at Hickman County High 
School and Isabella Buckingham, daughter of 
Stacy and Barbara Buckingham of Fulton, is 
a 6th grader at Hickman County Elementary 
School. 

This project began in the Spring with each 
participant receiving two fresh hams. With the 
help of Harper’s County Hams, they attended 
several scheduled meetings where they 
learned the steps to curing a ham and worked 
hands-on performing each of these steps to 
transform those fresh hams into works of art. 
As part of the 4-H Country Ham Project, the 
participants were also required to prepare a 3- 
5 minute speech on a ham-related topic. 

In August, the participants then competed 
at the Kentucky State Fair in both ham and 
speech competitions. Hams were judged on 
texture, smell, and overall appearance, and 
account for 40% of the overall score. The 
speech topic for 2012 was “The Steps to Curing 
a Country Ham.” Speeches were judged on 
professionalism, appearance, knowledge of 
the subject, power of expression, verbal skills 
and creativity and account for 60% of the 
overall score. 


More than 600 participants were divided 
into two overall categories of Smoked or 
Non-Smoked hams, and then further divided 
into classes depending on the year in which 
they were born. Nathan and Isabella were 
both competing in the Smoked Category 
and the 2000 age class along with 35 other 
4-H’ers. 

Hickman County was well represented 
in the speech competition with Nathan 
receiving first place and Isabella receiving 
second place out of the 37 participants in 
their class. Nathan received the Gary Harper 
Speech Award for his first place finish, his 
second year in a row to do so. In the ham 
judging, Nathan placed fifth out of the 37 
entries. In addition, out of the 79 participants 
in the year 2000 classes (smoked and non- 
smoked combined), Nathan was chosen as 
the ‘Best Overall’ for the combination of 
his ham and speech scores. His ham was 
displayed in Cloverville for the remainder 
of the Kentucky State Fair. Sign-ups for 
the 2013 County Ham Project will be in 
November and cost $55. Participants who 
complete the project and compete at the State 
Fair receive both of their hams at the end of 
the project. Hickman County 4-H and the 
participants would like to thank Harper’s 
Hams for their help and participation.

Changes to forms for FSA 
producers and vendors 


Lexington, KY, August 28, 2012 -John W. McCauley, 
USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) State Executive Director 
announced that calendar year 2012 brings several changes to 
the way FSA reports a producer’s farm program payments to 
the producer and to IRS. 

In past years, IRS Forms 1099-G would be issued to show 
all program payments received from the Farm Service Agency, 
regardless of the amount. 

“Starting with calendar year 2012, producers whose 
total reportable payments from FSA are less than $600 


will not receive IRS Form 1099-G (Report of Payments to 
Producers),” said McCauley. Additionally, producers who 
receive payments from more than one county will only 
receive one Form 1099-G if the total of all payments from 
all counties is $600 or more, McCauley said. 

“Producers who receive less than $600 in combined 
payments should consult a tax advisor to determine if these 
payments must be reported on their tax return,” he said. 

If the payments were subject to voluntary withholdings or 
subject to backup (involuntary) withholdings a Form 1099-G 
will be issued regardless of the total amount of the payments, 
McCauley said. 

The same changes will apply to producers and vendors 
who normally receive IRS Form 1099-MISC from FSA.

USDA Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director, John 
W. McCauley today urged 
livestock producers affected 
by natural disasters such 
as Hurricane Isaac and 
the continuing drought to 
keep thorough records of 
their livestock and feed 
losses, including additional 
expenses for such things as 
feed purchases because of 
lost supplies. 

“There are extraordinary 
circumstances caused by a 
variety of disasters from fires 
in the west, floods in Florida, 
Hurricane Isaac in the Gulf 
region, storms in the Mid- 
Atlantic and drought and 
heat affecting the heartland,” 
McCauley said. “Each of 
these events is causing 
economic consequences 
for ranchers and producers 
including cattle, sheep and 
dairy operations, bee keepers 
and farm-raised fish, and 
poultry producers.” 

FSA recommends that 
owners and producers record 
all pertinent information 
of natural disaster 
consequences, including: 

Documentation of the 
number and kind of livestock 


lat have died, supplemented 


if possible by photographs or 
video records of ownership 
and losses; 

Dates of death supported 
by birth recordings or 
purchase receipts; 

Costs of transporting 
livestock to safer grounds 
or to move animals to new 
pastures; and 

Feed purchases if supplies 
or grazing pastures are 
destroyed. 

McCauley also reminds 
producers that the 
department’s authority to 
operate the five disaster 
assistance programs 

authorized by the 2008 Farm 
Bill expired on Sept. 30, 
2011. This includes SURE; 
the Livestock Indemnity 
Program (LIP); the 
Emergency Assistance for 
Livestock, Honey Bees, and 
Farm-Raised Fish (ELAP); 
the Livestock Forage 
Disaster Program (LFP); and 
the Tree Assistance Program 
(TAP). Production losses 
due to disasters occurring 
after Sept. 30, 2011, are 
not eligible for disaster 
program. 

Producers are encouraged 
to contact their local FSA 
County office for additional 
information.

“Beware of the noise when 
sixteen women meet the first 
Wednesday night of each 
month to roll the dice in a game 
called Bunco,” stated Sheri 
Roberts one of the members.

If 
you roll three ones, then you 
Bunco and earn 21 points. If 
you roll three-of-a-kind of 
another number while you 
are trying to roll ones, you 
get five points. Whichever 
team is ahead when the the 
head table rings the bell earns 
a win and moves on to the 
next table, switching partners 
when she gets there. This 
goes on and on from one to 
six and starts all over again 
for four, five or even more 
rounds.

Jessica Cooley: “I was in 
Preschool, and all the teachers 
had their TVs on the news. I 
didn’t understand what was 
going on, but I knew it was 
something bad.” 

Hickman County Attorney 
Sue Ellen Morris: “I was 
watching TV while getting 
ready for work, I watched 


live while the second plane 
flew into the tower. It looked 
like a movie; the reporters 
were so shocked. 

I had a trip planned to go 
to Ireland a few weeks after 
it happened, when we got on 
the plane, there was almost 
no-one on there with us.” 

Laura Beshears: “I was 
sitting at Advance Auto Parts 
in Paducah waiting for it 
to open. I had dropped my 
husband off at the airport, he 
was on his way to Louisiana 
for training, they had to land 
in Memphis.” 

Daniel Fraser: “I heard 
about it at work and went 
home to watch it on TV. 
I remember the way the 
buildings fell straight down, 


and thinking that it looked 
like demolition.” 

Laura Berry: “I was 
volunteering at the Hickman 
County Grade School. 
Someone came and told 
us about it and I went and 
watched the TV in the 
teachers’ lounge. I was so 
shocked; I called all my 
kids to make sure they were 
okay. 

Larry Lewis: “I was at 
Rural King in Martin, and 
saw it on the TV’s they had 
inside. My stepson had a 
meeting scheduled in one of 
the buildings at 11. 

Nancy Evans: “I was at 
work at the Gazette and heard 
it on the radio. I just sat here 
and listened to it all day.” 


USPS picks winners and losers 


The newspaper business—both small and large papers— 
has sounded full-throated opposition this past month about a 
plan by the U.S. Postal Service to purposely entice advertising 
out of the newspaper so ads can be placed instead with USPS 
favored stakeholder Valassis Inc., which bought direct mail 
company AD VO in 2006. 

The goal of USPS is to create more advertising mail. To 
newspapers that count on advertising to pay its reporters and 
cover the news, this new venture is beyond alarming. Many 
think it will push some newspapers—already made fragile by 
the economy and the Internet—over the edge. If that happens, 
it is the communities across our country that will feel the most 
long-term harm. 

People have a love-hate relationship with advertising, 
whether in the newspaper or in the mail. When advertising 
helps them find deals or shop smartly, they love it. When it 
doesn’t happen to scratch the shopping itch, they may not like 


it so much. But most people understand advertising drives 
the economy and it brings other intangible benefits, like the 
paying the bill for news coverage that keeps communities 
informed. 

On every level advertising is highly competitive. Local, 
regional and nationally, newspapers compete with a growing 
field of ad media, from Internet to television and door hangers 
to direct mailers. 

But now the Postal Service wants to pick winners and losers 
in this market. It is providing postage rebates to Valassis of 
more than 30 percent if Valassis can divert more ad inserts 
into direct mail from newspapers. 

Not everyone can play. The discounts can be offered by 
Valassis only to large national retailers. Newspapers cannot 
get the same discount for their own mail because they can’t

tear something out when the 
grant money comes in,” he said. 

Poole said that the high school 
asked for more pedestrian¬ 
crossing signs at Barclay and 
McMorris streets to slow traffic 
around the elementary school; 
he said that weight limit signs 
would also be installed in that 
area, to restrict some of the 
heavier traffic. 

Also, the council approved 
to have the mayor advertise for 


bids to pave the roads approved 
at the August meeting. These 
are Helen, Crume, Church, 
McMorris, North Jefferson 
between North and Depot streets, 
and Ringo Drive. Estimated cost 
for this paving is $44,000 from 
the $93,000 allotment received 
by the city; the remainder may 
be used to do additional paving 
next spring or perhaps to help 
with the sidewalk project. 

Since water supervisor Mike 
Pickard’s leaving, Fulton city 
works supervisor Billy Nelms 
Jr. has been on $600-per-month 
retainer to supervise the Clinton 
system. Mayor Kimbro directed 
city attorney Leanna Wilkerson 
to question whether or not the 
city should be responsible for 
that monthly expense since the 
city had not been responsible 
for any part of Pickard’s salary. 

Council members Campbell 
and Potter volunteered to work 
with Poole on a newly-forming 
city park committee, to do 
ground work over the fall and 


winter to talk about location 
and other items so that on- 
the-ground work might begin 
in the spring. The mayor will 
appoint three citizens from the 
community to work with these 
city officials; the committee will 
report to the city council. The 
mayor said that there is some 
funding available to help with 
the expense of such a project. 

In other business, the 

council: 

• Approved the minutes 
of the August 6 meeting and the 
financial report for the month of 
August; 

• Heard Poole report 

that the county/city maps from 
Southern Engineering are 
expected to be delivered around 
November 15; 

• Reviewed code 

enforcement action on five 
properties on North Washington, 
five on East Clay, and one on 
James H. Phillips Drive; 

• Approved the second 

reading of Ordinance 8-01-2012 


which amended Ordinance 06- 
02-2011 to balance the budget 
for fiscal year 2011; 

• Voted unanimously 
on a roll-call vote to pass a 
motion, upon recommendation 
by the mayor, to hold the city’s 
property tax rate for 2012 at the 
rate for 2011; 

• Voted unanimously on 
a roll-call vote to pass a motion, 
upon recommendation by the 
mayor, to increase the city’s 
rate for mileage payment from 
41 cents to 45 cents; 

• Voted to approve 
Executive Order 1-2012, signed 
by the mayor on Sept. 2, 2012, 
and its posting in City Hall, 
establishing the rules governing 
the inspection of public records 
of the city, as mandated by state 
law. 

Council member Yvette 
Thomas was absent from the 
September meeting. With no 
further business to discuss, the 
meeting was adjourned just 
before 7 p.m.
